that point deserves emphasis 


again as the board proceeds wit 


plans to re-submit the question in 
April. It is an essential tact which 
must be weighed against arguments 
raised by individuals opposed to ihe 
program. 

They have every right to express 
their opposition and to vote against 
the by-law. But their arguments, 
when made public, must be measured 
against the facts of last December's 
vote, Those facts disclose that 52.82 
per cent of qualified Victoria voters 
who bothered to mark the ballot ap- 
proved the program. In Saanich the 
percentage for the plan was 57.8. In 
Oak Bay, Esquimalt and View Royal 
the voters provided more than the 60 
per cent required to carry the rei- 
erendum, but their totals were not 
sufficient to overcome the deficit in 
the city and Saanich. The school 
board's bid. for public support was 
unsuccessful, but not because the 
number of votes cast against it was 
larger than those for it. 

Beyond that, the whole issue wus 
decided by little more ‘than one- 
quarter of those entitled to vote. Al- 
most three-quarters of the qualified 
citizens did not record their senti- 
ments. 

Under, these circumstances ii 
seems reasonable for the board to 
take the question again to the pub- 
lic in the same form as that submit- 
ted in December. The trustees are 
entitled to know what the other 
three-quarters of the property own- 
ers think on the matter. 

Conceivably the relative “token” 
vote of December may reflect public 
opinion generally on the school buiid- 
ing and financing program.

Talk In the Kremlin and the 


T almost the same time that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was conferring this 
week with. the Gongressional Jeaders in 
the White House, Soviet Boss Nikita 
Khrushchev was addressing a banquet 
There was a direct con 
nection between what happened in the 
Kremlin and what hap- t 
pened in the White 
House. Khrushchev 
was, it seems, in aa 
ebullient’ mood. The 
most significant part 
of his speech has been 
largely overlooked. The 
United Nations, he 
said, had called on Bri- 
tain. and France to 
halt the aggression, in 
Egypt. And what hap- Stewart 
pened? Nothing. Then comrade Bulganin 
had sent a little letter to Eden and Mol- 
let, And what happened?. Within hours, 
the British and French had promised to 
withdraw their forces. 
At the White House, the President, 
to support his request for a Congres- 


| sional resolution empowering him to op- 


pose Soviet aggression in the Middle 
East, gave the Congressional leaders a 
briefing on the situation there. It was 
described as “somber.” 


| Somber Note 


And Secretary of State Dulles added 
a further somber note when he rce- 
“If the Russians go into the 
Middle East, and we don’t. stop them, 
we are gone.” 

The connection befween the scene in 
the White House and the scene in the 
Kremlin is clear, if one recalls the se- 
quence of events during the Middle East 
crisis, 4 

On O¢et, 31, without prior consultation 
with the United States, British Prime 
Minister Sir“ Anthony” Eder announced 
the forthcoming Anglo-French interven- 
tion in Egypt. On Nov, 1,~ Secretary 


Dulles submitted to the United Nations 
a resolution calling for an immediate 
cease-fire, It was promptly vetoed by 
Britain and France 

Meanwhile, the Soviet press suddenly 
blossomed with . accounts. .of. how ..75,000 
“volunteers” were to be sent to fight 
with the Egyptians against the “imperial 
ists.” . 

On Nov. 5, Moscow radio broadcast 
the purported text of a letter from Seviet 
Premier Bulganin to Eden and French 
Premier Guy Mollet, asking them how 
they would feel if a “stronger power” 
used “rocket systems” against Britain 
and France. 

The threat was scarcely veiled. On 
Nov. 6 at 7 p.m. Eastern Standard Time, 
a_cease-fire in Egypt was declared in 
effect. 


Controlling Factor 


Douglas Dilion, American Ambassa- 
dor to France, spelled out the meaning 
of this sequence of events when he was 
in Washington a few weeks ago. He 
‘said, in effect, that the controlling factor 
in the French and British decision to ac- 
cept a ceasé-fire in Egypt was not the 
United Nations resolution or United 
States policy but Soviet threats to use 
force. 

This was perhaps a tactless thing to 
say, but, like many tactless things, it 
was almost certainly true. * 

It is true» at the very least, that in- 
formed persons, whether in Cairo or 
London .r Washington or Moscow, be- 
lieve that the Anglo-French intervention 
was halted, and Colonel Nasser’s bacon 
saved, not by “moral forces” but by 
Soviet threats, And the fact that this is 
believed—especially that it is believed in 
Moscow—tepresénts a ‘grave danger to 
the West. For where threats have suc 
ceeded orice, there is always a strong 
temptation” to threaten again. 

At thé time, there were those, es- 
pecially in the Pentagon, who believed

The search for gold lured him to. the 
Stikine country but did not reward him 
with any great success and he retumned 
to Victoria, where he set up a shoe estab- 
lishment after bringing Mrs. Maynard 
from Bowmanville. This unusual woman 
had not sat back knitting. while her hus- 
band struggled in the gold fields bat had 
learned the art of studio photography and, 
when her husband opened his shoe store, 
she became a portrait photographer. 

Botn prospefed but Mr. Maynard 
largely foresook shoemaking for the more 
interesting profession of photography and 
did much to advertise the natural glories 
of his adopted province 

So enthralled was he with the wealth 
of wild life in British Columbia that Mr, 
Maynard became helper to the curator of 
tie Provincial Museum and hunted, both 
“by camera and rifle, te obtain animal 
specimens. 

In the end this splendid couple, who 
left their native England almost on their 
honeymoon, became indelibly a part of 
the life of the west and left a rich and 
kindly impact on the community in which 
their work made them pioneers in déed 
and in spirit ,

The resolution 
is intended, instead, to quote one of those 
present at the White House briefing, * to 
tell the. world, and espetially the Rus 
sians, that the United States has - no 
suddenly turned pacifist.”

Bach, Beethoven and Brahms—the legendary “Three | 


B's” of music, are the composers whose creations ‘repre- 
sent’ the foundations of orchestral—generally musicak— 
literature. 

In Bach, the sum: total of musical knowl 
edge up to the 18th century found its culmina 
tion. And upon Bach's baroque, infinitely great 
and varied musical legacy, the following classi 
cal period was built, which, in turn, found its 
consummation in Beethoven. Like Bach, Bee- 
thoven was not. only the inspired “hind-seer”;

LONDON (Reuters ) —Religious 
paintings found under six layers 
of wallpaper-in a country cottage 
have been identified pre-

The cottage in the village of 
Picotte End\near Hemel Hemp- 
stead, Hertfordshire been 
classified. an “ancient monument 
by the ministry of works ' 
The paintings discovered 
by the owner of a row of four 
cottages, a 41.- year - old garage 
Arthur.-Lindley, who 
now knows that his praperty once 
was a long, low hall, probably 
built in the time ofthe 14th- 
century poet Geoffrey Chaucer 
The ‘paintings, extending 
the cottage in fwe panels 
which show the baptism of Christ 
Christ with hand raised in 
ing

crown. 


FOUND BY ACCIDENT 

Lindley made 
while inspecting the cottage 
to repairing it for the 
of the men in his garage 

“I having a look around 
the upstairs bedroom when I no. 
ticed a ‘little dampness in one 
corner. I was surprised to find 
that the wall gave under my 
hands 

“Scraping at the edge of the 
wallpaper, I pulled back six lay 
ers of it, finally exposing what 
has now been identified as hand- 
made linen, evidently hung on the 
wall gome time in the 17th cen 
tury when the original ' building 
was cut into. four 

“I gave the linen a tug and the 
whole thing, linen and wallpaper 
came away in one big sheet, 17 
feet wide, revealing the paint- 
ings.” 

Lindley . consulted . the British 
Museum. Af expert in medieval 
wall paintings, Clive Rouse, de- 
scribed the paintings as “ex- 
tremely rare” 15th-century work, 
executed between 1460 and. 1480 

Examination disclosed some dis- 
figurement to the paintings, es- 
pecially in the faces. Rouse said 
the damage probably was caused 
by a pike wielded during the early 
reformation period of English 
history.

were due to using only two or 
three units instead of 12 or 25 
thereby defeating the idea of 
enclosing a relatively large vol- 
ume of air, and because they 
were used on ‘soils lacking the 
humus and plant food necessary 
to rapid and continuous plant 
growth. 

There are three essentials to 
gardening with continuous 
cloches. In the first place the 
soil to be covered must contain 
an abundance of humus in the 
form of rotted compost or 
manure. Secondly, although the 
lamount of protection may seem 
small, the plants grow very 
rapidly * and’ require quickly 
available plant food. This makes 
fertilizing comparable to that 
required for greenhouse crops 

Thirdly, and probably the 
most important point, is the 
need for a carefully planned ro- 
tation schedule to keep the units 
in constant use throughout the 
year. Sowing and planting must 


be timed so that, one row is un- 
covered and another covered im- 
mediately, and this must be 
worked out before the season 
starts. 

For instance, at this time of 
year individual units may be 
protecting precious rock plants, 
or @ row covering anemones, 
broad beans or early lettuce, 
later being moved to daffodils, 
lettuce’ and radish 
FOR EARLY CROPS 

Next could be early sowings 
of dwarf beans, carrots, beets or 
spinach. Cucumbers, squash and 
tomatoes could follow and be in 
full growth before the weather 
is settled enough’ for outdoor 
planting. 

During summer such crops 4s 
melons can be handled with as- 
sured success, and onions rip- 
ened thoroughly regardless of a 
wet or dry, season. 

Outdoor tomatoes may be cov- 
ered in. September to give vine 
ripened fruit through October 
and early November, after which 
winter lettuce, radish, onions 
and spinach get the benefits of 
protection.
